London, May 26.— Ordinal Gibbona, of 
Biltiniore, has arrivod in Parle. 

The election to the chamber of deputies of 
Soolallats do Felloe Gluffrlda at Catanl and 
Birbato at Milan has caused much exolto- 
menb. Giuffrida waB senteuoed laBb yoar 
to eight years imprisonment in conneotion 
with the socialist diaturbanoos in Sioily. 
Tho returns received from 502 electoral col- 
legos .show that 321 ministerial and 148 op- 
position candidates havo been returned. It 
is believed the now chamber of deputies will 
bo but. little altered by the elcotiona which 
havo just taken placo, 

The Prinoe of Walos held a loveo to-day. 
Thero was a largo attendance and the func- 
tion waa brilliant. 

A dispatch to tho Times from RangooD, 
British Burmah, says : " On Thuraday 
morning last thieves ontereil the American 
Baptist mission house at Thedoo and mur- 
dered a young Englishman named Limbort 
who was in charge. A heavy reward has 
been offered for the criminals. 

Tho body of Jose Martia, tho Cuban in- 
aurgenb leader, who woe killed at the battle 
of Bocaa do DoseroB, arrived yesterday at 
Santiago de Cnba, having been embalmed. 
It will be expoBcd to tho public gsze to-day, 
in order that thero may bo absolutely no 
douhb in the public mind ai to the identity 
of thia dead lender. 

Official cirolei in Franca are now disturb- 
ed by the situation of affairs in the island of 
Formosa, caused by the faot that ib has de- 
clared itself a republic in spite of the terms 
of tho treaty of Shinonoaokl, by which ib 
was ceded to Japan. Fronch statesmen 
who are most competent to pronounce an 
opinion upon tho subject urga that an agree- 
ment regarding Formosa be arrived at be- 
twoen the powers 

Lord Dunraven'e daughters, L»dy R&ahaol 
and Aileen, christened the Valkyrie at two 
o'olook this morning. After the launching 
sho was towed to the Queen's dock, where 
the christening took place. The cup ohal- 
lengor will be taken to Gouroch in order to 
be completely fitted out. Her first raoe will 
ooour ou the Clydo during the " Clyde fort- 
night." 

Sir William Harcourt, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, talks freely in the lobby of the 
house of his desire for a dissolution and of 
his wish for a genoral eleotlon to take place 
at tho o&rliesb possible time, Ib Ib an open 
secret that he is confident of retiremenb with 
Lord Rosebery when the present parliament 
la ended, and wants to expedite the moment. 
He tries to persuade his colleagues that the 
best Interests of the party will be served by 
holding on. To this course most of the 
mlnisterlalista are opposed, relying on tho 
consensus of opinion of the politioal 
agents throughout the country that the 
longer the general election is delayed the 
better the prospects for an aggravated de- 
feat of the Liberals, Tho reports of tho 
Unionist aaonta show, ib is sold, that should 
parliament be dissolved now and a general 
election be held tho party might so- 
cure a weak working majority. Should a 
dissolution be postponed for six months 
they would be likely to seoure such a strong 
position that they would be able to koep the 
Liberals out of power for the next Boven 
yoare. Both sides are convinced that disao- 
lution ia near and have begun their doctoral 
campaign. Tho agents have been instructed 
to gob ready their canvais books, while the 
candidates will tako the stump during the 
Whitsuntide reoosa. 

Tho definite programme of the Unionists, 
as declared by Joseph Chamberlain at the 
demonstration at St. James hall, comprises 
old ace pensions for artisans and the houso 
purchase schomo, improved dwellings for 
workingmen, aid to agriculture, a reduction 
of the burdens on land and the creation of 
peasant proprietors, Tho programmo has 
obviouBly been construotod to allure tho 
labor constituencies, especially that part 
of it which promises agricultural and 
social legislation. " You will havo 
to decide," said Lord Salisbury, spoak- 
ing at Bradford, " whothor tho 
social problem will be longer of solution ; 
whother England will sanction any more 
the system of log rolling ; whother a con- 
federacy consisting of Irish, VVelah and 
Sootch conti igonts. each fighting for them- 
selves, shall keep in powor tho party which 
Ib now sustained entirely by tho action of 
squabbling mercenaries. " The labeat cal- 
culation is that ^ho olootionB will tako placo 
in tho third week of July. 

Lady Mary Hamilton, the young daught- 
er of the lato Duke of Hamilton, will bo 
tho richest heirena in England and probably 
in tho world, Sho Is only about ton yoars 
of age, and has inhorited tho bulk of the 
lato Duko'a estates, inoluding the Isle of 
Arran, which alone is worth $5,000,000. 
Tho wholo of tho Duke of Hamilton's pro- 
perty was at his own disposal und tho rent- 
als olready amount to $1,000,000 per year. 
Tho Duko'e death was duo to " banting," bb 
tho proooss of reducing a porson's avoirdu- 
pois is termed. Ho had suoaeedod in light- 
ening himBelf by about sixty pounds, but 
tho procoea waa too much for his vitality 
and ho succumbed in spito of tho efforts to 
savo hia life which wore mado by thoso who 
had tho suporvising of the banting treat- 
ment. Tho prcaent Duke of Hamilton, a 
distant relative of tho lato Duko, lnherita 
Hamilton Piaco and hr-8 baroly enough to 
Bupport tho title. 

NEWFOUNDLAND'S LOAN. 

It Will Not Barter Away Its Fishing Rights 
to Meet rresent Pressing 
Requirements. 

St. Johns, Nfld., May 20. — Tho loan 
which Colonial Secrotary Bond is supposed 
to bo negotiating in tho Unitod Statoa occa- 
sions much interest hero. Newfoundland, 
whilo willing to mako liberal oonoosBlons in 
roturn for the froo entry of its produota into 
Amorican markots, will strongly resist tho 
bartering of its fishary rights worth millions 
of dollars even for tho eako of tho prosonb 
loan, no mabtor how largo ib may be. The 
govornmonb has promisod to furnish full in- 
formation on Monday.

ARMENIAN UPRISING. 

Oppressed Clirlstlnns Preparing to Resist 
Turkish Tyrauny-A Mother Forced 
to Kat the Flesh of Her Child. 

Spocial Coircapondonco of tho Associated 
Prosa. 

Kails, Russlu, April 20 (via London, May 
2G).— During the pasb throo weeks I have 
had unusual opportunities for obtaining ad- 
ditional confirmation of the facts contained 
in my announcement of an Impending up- 
rising of Armonlans in Turkey next month. 
I have travelled many miles down 
and across the border In search 
of oertain facta, and as a ro- 
suit I havo had the satisfaction 
of aotnally seeing and handling aomo of the 
rlflsB now being smuggled aoross the Turk- 
ish frontier by the agents of tho revolution- 
ary party. Moroover the planB of the party 
have boon moro fully explained by some of 
tho mosb activo and intelligent leaders of 
tho eastern wing of the movement, and I 
am now entirely aatiBfied that unless un- 
foreseen and uncontrollable conditions ariao, 
tho uprieing will tako placo as announced. 

The exaot dates for the uprising have nob 
yeb boon fixed owing to tho fact that tho 
extreme eastern aectlon of the revolution- 
ary party Ib nob ready for active demon- 
strations. Whether or nob the central aeo 
tlon will wait for the eastern wing longor 
than tho month of May, I do nob know, nor 
has the matter been decided. 

Tho investigation of Mr. Paton, a British 
official, has confirmed in a general way the 
facts whioh 1 have Incidentally obtained 
during the past elghb weoks. Tho events 
of tho rnaasaoro were bo horrible that even 
tho chronic exaggerotion of the Armenian 
mind faile to add anything to them. Mr. 
Paton was accompanied on his Lour of in- 
vestigation by Dr. Wright, an American mis- 
alooary, stationed at Salmas. These gentle- 
men took testimony from several witnesses 
to the effeot that when tho Turkish BoldiorB 
and Kurda appeared at a certain village 
they killed some of the villagers who dared 
to proteBt against their outrages, and that 
one of the dead men was out up and boiled 
In a kettle like so much beef. The boiled 
pieces were then given to tho villagers as 
food. The wretched oreaturea were com- 
pelled to eat their dead friends to the last 
mouthful. In anobher village a party of 
Kurds found a child asleep in a cradlo 
they overturned the cradle and smothered 
the child. Then they dlioeobed the body 
and roastod pieces of it beforo tho fire. As 
a climax they compelled members of tho 
family, including the child's mother, to eat 
the roasted pieces. But theso are only 
casual incidents pioked out at random from 
the mass of testimony taken by Mr. Paton 
and Dr. Wright. The details will be found 
In Mr. Paton'o report, If lb la ever made 
public. The refugees who tell theBe Btories 
are for the most part ready to return to 
Armenia and wreak vengeance on their op- 
pressors. 



CANADIAN NEWS.

Stole Ten Thousand Harks. 

Winnipeg, May 20. — Alberb Frank alias 
Johannes Obt, baa been arrested, charged 
with tho theft of 10,000 marks from his em- 
ployer in Berlin, Germany. Frank has been 
in the Weat for several weeks and was just 
conoluding arrangements for the purchase of 
a form ab McGregor, when he was arrostod. 
Frank ab bhe courb to-doy agreed to waive 
extradition proceedings and will be taken to 
Germany as soon aa the proper papera are 
received from Ottawa. 

Declined the OflTer. 

Toronto, May 20. — Rev, Dr. Galbraith, 
of the Elm sbroeb Methodist church, has 
beon offered tho presidency of tho Metho- 
dist college of Tokio, Japan, and in connec- 
tion therewith the suporintendenoy of mia- 
aions in that country. He declined bho 
offers. 

LnndHllde« In tluebec. 

QuHIlKO, May 28 — More landslides ore re- 
ported on bhe north shore. The River 
St. Anne, in tho county of Port Neuf, is in tho 
vicinity of the scone of the cataatrophe last 
year. Largo maasea of ground ono hundred 
feet highand sevoral hundred foot long rolled 
over into tho rivor at intervals, and houBes 
and barns bad to be moved furthor inland in 
order to avoid destruction. 

Murder ul Mantwakl. 

Maniwaiu, May 27. — A moaBengor from 
bho Baskatorg, thirty-five miles above here, 
reports the murder of Mlaa Jones at her 
homo thero on Friday. Her body waB found 
shortly after tho deed badly mutilated. A 
woman ia suspected of tho crlmo. Tho cor- 
oner Ib on hia way to investigate. 



JAPAN AND HAWAII. 

Murringo and Other Proposals Made to Secure 
Assistance for the Royalists. 

San Francisco, May 27.— A Yokohama 
oorroBpondont furnishes a glimpso of tho 
futile endeavor made by Hawaiian royalists 
boforo tho lato revolution to secure aid from 
Japan. Ho sayB : " A readabio story could 
bo mado if ono could got hold of oopleB of 
tho correspondence that paaaod between ex- 
Ouoon Lll'a ohamborluin and tho Japaneso 
forolgn offico. When tho plana for tho 
reoonb revolution wore fairly maturod and 
ordera had beon givon for armB to be Bent 
from California, a request was mado to 
Japan for a warehip for Honolulu. Aa thoro 
was no cruiaor In tho harbor ab bho time, tho 
proaonco of a Japanoee vessel known to be 
friondly to tho royalists would havo been a 
tower cf strength, but the Japaneao 
refused thia appoal. Then, stranger still, 
the offer of a matrimonial alliance waa for- 
warded. Thia waa a plain buslnosa proposi- 
tion, Ib was that the Mikado oleot a Jup- 
anono prince aa u husband for Queon Lit, but, 
lb Biruck tho Japaneso as bo foolish that tboy 
mado no reaponse. Oooo before Hawaii had 
eoughb an alliance by marriage with Japan. 
Thia was when King Kalakuua had a craz > 
for a South Sea protectorate of which 
Hawaii was to bo the hoad. Ho oonceivod 
the Idea of marrying PrincoBB Kaiulanl to a 
Japanese Prince, bub bho Mikado did nob 
bako kindly to tho proposition, though ho 
Bhowcd the King tho oourbcBy of sending a 
spocial mossongor to toll him his offar was 
rofuaod. The complete ignoring of bho pro- 
poBals showed tho ex-Queen and her support- 
ers that they oould place no dependonoe on 
Japan. 



AGAIN THE " MYTH." 



The Wind at Last Holds Fair and the 
Celebration Yacht Races Are 
Disposed of. 



Capt. Learning's Falrhaven Flyer 
TakeB the Class A Prize-" Hor- 
net " Wins in Class B. 



For a wonder tho wind held fair yester- 
day and the oft poatponed oolebratlon yaohb 
races were finally disposed of with lees than 
a hundred to witness them. Ib was a Bmarb, 
well-sailed raoe from the gun tiro, and the 
winning Myth, of Fairhaven, sailod by Capb. 
Learning, was nevor once headed. She fin- 
ished seven minutes ahead of tho Rainier in 
1:57.15, with Xora third. In olaaa B, tho 
Hornet took the honors, Whito Star second 
and Katio Thomas third. Time— 2:12.18. 

Yosterday forenoon did not promise well, 
bub aftor several hours of waiting the wind 
freshened, and at LliO tho preparatory gun 
was fired, At 1:45 the Btarting signal was 
given for the boats in A aud B clueaea, and 
they mado for the line, Myth, the Vologe, 
Xora, Rainier, Diwondeena and Josephlne(A) 
all crossing within a short time of each other. 
The Myth had a alight atart, gained by ex- 
tra good work on the parb of her crew, 
and forged rapidly ahead, tho Xora and 
Rainier following olose. The Josephine 
taoked too soon, and catching a strong tide 
was carried out of her course ; Bhe loab bo 
much bime that she was practically out of 
the raco, and when she reachod the harbor 
went in. Ab the end of the first round the 
Myth waa still leading, followed by the 
Xora and the Rainier in the order named. 
Soon aftor, however, Xora's jib tore oub and 
on rounding the stake boat she lost place to 
the Rainier. The second round was a pro- 
ceoBion, the Myth finishing at 34:2.49, 
her actual time being 1;57:15. She waa 
followed in seven minuteB later by the 
Rainier. Time, 2:02:51. The Xora came in 
third, her time being 2:10:37. 

In B olaBS six boats also sbartod — the Hor- 
net, White Star, Eddie McKay, Katie 
Thomas, Irene and Frauds. There was 
little advantage ab the outset, although the 
Hornet began ab once to show her mettle 
and draw away from the others, while the 
White Star was working hard for place. 
The Irene was oaught in the tide and carried 
too far down, spoiling her chances to win. 
The Katie Thomas wsb behind the three 
boats but was doing good work. In bhe 
second round there was really no raolng, the 
Hornet having established an unchallenge- 
able lead. She crossed the line ab 3:57:18, 
winning first prlza In 2:12:18. The White 
Swan came in second (time, 2:10:17) and the 
Katie Thomas third, (2:25:22.) 

In C olass there were nine boats sailing 
and all gob a good start. On bho first half 
there was oonaiderable ohanging about, bub 
finally the DaiBy Bell forged to the front 
and finished at 2:58:58, having oovered the 
coarse in 1:8:43. The O.K. won second 
place in 1:11:18.

BOWES' PHARMACY. 
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a FEW THOUGHTS ABOUT DICKENS. 

Tho people's idols for the most part 
spring from tho pooplo. It was bo with 
Dickens. HiB father was a poor clork in 
tho navy pay department, and our novel 
ist was early brought into close contact 
with tho great mass of tho working 
people, his sympathy for whom neither 
subsequent poverty nor famo was strong 
enough to shake 

In his ow n clay it was a constant joko 
among newspaper men that Charles 
Dickens had drawn upon his father's 
actual charaoterwhen ho in "David Cop 
pertield " introduced to tho world tho in 
imitablo Micawber. We aro assured also 
that tho depicted character of Mrs 
Nickleby bears striking points of resem- 
blance to Dickens' mother, and tho novel- 
ist himself assures ub that tho story of 
David Copperliold is to a great oxtont an 
autobiography. 

If we wish then to got a fair idea of tho 
home circle of Charles Dickons, lot us 
imagine a household with Wilkins Ma- 
cawbor for its head making hot lemon 
punches, writing despairing letters by the 
ream, but withal ever cheerful and san- 
guine " waiting for something to turn 
up." Tho other hoad of the family is 
that garrulous, good-hearted, easy-going 
English matron, Mrs. Nickleby, and David 
Coppertield is tho son. 

Charles Dickens receivod but the rudi- 
ments of a vory limited education from 
his schoolmaster, a Baptist parson, the 
Rev. Giles. Tho boy's real education, 
that which developed his mind, enlarged 
his sympathies and helped him to form 
his pure stylo was dorived from his mis 
collaneous reading. Do pored over, de- 
voured again and again the Arabian 
Nights, (iil Bias, Robinson Crusoe and 
Don Quixote, reading them until ho read 
himself into tho very heart of tho charac- 
ters, being for the time tho hero ho 
read of. 

At the age of • sixteen Dickons was 
launched into tho money-getting, work 
a-day world as a lawyer's copying clerk 
Tho knowledge of legal terms and ques 
tionable practices that ho gained hero ho 
reproduced in a tolling way in his fiction. 
If \ve judge the attorneys he came into 
relations with by tho types Sampson 
Brass, Dobson & Fogg, and Oily Cam 
mon, they must have been an unpleasant 
revelation to a boy of sixteen. Little 
did the companions of young Charles 
dream that there was "a chiel amang 
thorn takin' notes." 

I think it is Nathaniel P. Willis who 
tells us of meeting Dickens at this stage 
of his life, lie says that tho young clerk 
was dressed very much as ho has since 
described Dick Swiveller. His hair was 
closely cropped, ho was without a collar, 
and wore Swivellor's very blue closely 
buttoned oflico coat, that was the ad- 
miration, you remember, of Sally Brass. 

The grinding monotony of the lawyer's 
oflice chafed Dickena. He looked around 
him for more congenial work, and saw a 
tempting field in the world of letters. 
Ho tried no airy llighto at first, but 
bravely grappled with shorthand, and 
pluckily stuck to it until ho had con- 
quered it ; which, oven nowadays, witli 
all the advantages of improved systems, 
i3 not the simplo task it may appear. 

Aa a reporter young Dickons was a suc- 
cess. Ho took infinite pains with his 
work, not scrupling to improve tho style 
or round oil' tho periods of the orators he 
quoted. About this time Dickens con 
tributed articles to tho True Sun and 
Morning Chronicle, the writing for the 
last paper, his tir3t real work, the 
"Sketches by Box." Theso wero the 
product of his odd ends of time, written, 
as ho tells us, to meet the " exigencies 
of a newspaper or magazine," and depict 
London life in every condition. Pub- 
lished anonymously they created a great 
stir. 

" Who tho Dickons Bo/, could be, 
Pu/.zlod many a learnod olf ; 
Buttiino unveiled lha mystery, 
Whon Boz appuared aa Dickons' solf . 

Encouraged by the success of the 
sketch, he undertook to write tho lotter- 
preBS of tho "Adventures of tho I'ick 
wick Club." The illustrations were in 
tended to be tho main attraction of this 
work, tho words boing merely put in to 
explain the pictures and give consistency 
to the whole. Dickens had no definite 
didactic object in view when ho com 
menced Pickwick, and 1 think he wrote 
a better book on that account — he was 
untrammeled. and felt free to lot the 
story naturally grow of itself under his 
hands. 

A traveller's anecdote in regard to this 
book is not without interest. A tourist 
visited a monastery in a far-off corner of 
Europe, and met there a young monk 
whoso life from infancy had been spent 
within the cloisters. Mo spoke many 
languages fluently— his English was vigor- 
ous and idiomatic, but had one peculiar- 
ity, its v's and iv'a were uncertain and 
often interchanged. The tourist ven- 
tured to question tho monk on this oddity 
of his speech, and asked him in what 
part of England he hail learned the lan- 
guage. " 1 have not been ou'side these 
walls since early childhood," replied ho. 
" 1 learnt my English from this book," 
producing from tho inside pocket of his 
cloak a much-thumbed volume of Pick- 
wick. This sets one wondering what 
bond of sympathy could possibly be estab- 
lished between Sam Woller and a young 
monk. What, I wonder, did ho think of 
Winkle ? Did he smile over the trial of 
Pickwick vercua Bardell, or did it seem 
to him a grave matter ( 

The publication of Oliver Twist proved 
tho truism that true fun and true pathos 
leave their roots nearly intertwined. 
Pickwick made London laugh, but Oliver 
Twist made the world weep. Exposing 
aa it did the evils existing in tho vory 
hoart of things, it, was naturally by many 
resented. Dickens was told, and told 
forcibly, that his book was low and de- 
m >ralizing, that evils should not bo so 
clearly painted. But tho critics woro 
wrong and Dickons was right. It is the 
false prophets who paint evil in alluring 
colors who foHter evil, not ho who fear- 
lessly shows the looking-glass of truth 
and lets the world soo that vico brings 
its inevitable reward, that as wo sow wo 
reap. Oliver Twist lias passages of great 
strength— tho murder of Nancy, tho pur- 
suit of Sikea and his fatal end; it has 
scenes of rare pathos in the life of little 
( lliver ; it givoa us touches of delicious 
humor from the lips of Charley Bates and 
tho Artful Dodger. 

After the publication of Oliver Twist, 
Dickens married a Miss Hogarth. This 
union, liko that of ao many literary 
pooplo, proved an unhappy one, and 



after long years of misunderstandings 
ended in a separation. 

Next appeared from our author's busy 
pen tho adventures of Nicholas Nickleby. 
What a atir it made among Yorkshire 
schools and schoolmasters I It was soon 
translated into French, dramatized in 
that form, and placed on tho Fronch 
stage under the title " Paradis des En- 
fans. " 1 think to an Englishman that play 
must have appeared irresistibly funny. 
Imagine a Fronch Mrs Nickloby admin- 
istering tho French equivalent for brim- 
stone and treacle to a row of little 
Frenchmen, and their polite bows and 
acknowledgements of the samo ! Nicholas 
Nickloby, liko Oliver Twist, was written 
with an object. It aimed at tho reforma- 
tion of the Yorkshiro schools. It almost 
seems that Dickens, gonorally so careful 
of his unities, is in one chapter of the 
book caught tripping. On tho samo day 
he makes tho school-boys break the ice in 
tho well because the pump is frozen, and 
afterwards sends them as a practical les- 
son in "buttiny" to weed tho garden. 
Will Old. Probs allow these two states of 
the atmosphere in one day to bo consist- 
ent with possibility 'I 

But space is limited and will not allow 
us to look upon that most wondrous pic- 
ture of pure childhood and patient unsel- 
fishness, Little Noll, as sho leads hor 
grandfather forth to wandor through 
English meadows, wo may not shudder at 
Quilp nor feel with Swiveller tho forco of 
" staggerers." Wo mqst not stop to tell 
little Paul what tho wild waves aro say- 
ing between their green banks and tho 
rushes, but roverently do we echo tho 
prayer of Dickons : " Look upon us 
angels of young people with regards not 
quite estranged whon the swift river 
bears us to the ocean ! " 

Wo would liko to linger for a moment 
with Little Dorrit, tho Child of the Mar- 
shalsea, to really find out what it was 
that "tho greedy little Sradgrind's 
grasped at," to standby and see fair play 
at Pip's light with " the strange young 
gentleman," but we cannot. 1 have 
overstepped my "column" now, and 
must put down my pen witli this from 
Swiveller : " May tho wing of friend- 
ship never moult a feather, and may you 
ne'er want a friend or a bottle to give 
him ! "

THE NATIONAL COUNCIL FOR 
WOMEN. 

True it Is, thit " Custom ia the enemy of 
Progroas,'' and no more formidable foe havo 
tho women of tho nineteenth century to con- 
tend againjt. In this Woman's ago, this 
ago which is tho outgrowth of oonturiea of 
what wua practically slavery, it ia not to be 
wondered that this apparently sudden move- 
ment, tho formation and organization of tho 
National Council of Women should bo tho 
causo of surprise to many upon whom it haa 
come unexpectedly — tho cause of annoyanco 
and opposition on the part of others who 
havo allowod tho oiroling yearB to roll on 
without noting tho signs of tho times, and 
tho cause of rejoicing to thoso who huvo 
beon and aro ondeavoring, clearly and hon- 
estly to understand what tho Emancipation 
of Women ought to bo in its highost Bonao, 
bhoBO who recogni/.o that tho " Now 
Woman," properly bo called, cannot bo 
aught elso bub tho purer, stronger and 
moro acutely intelligent outcome of the 
old. Ono who is enabled, by hor training 
and education, morj worthily to fulfil tho 
design for whioh aho waa originally created 
— toboaholpmoob to man andQueonof Homo, 
her powor to bo shown in tho skill with whioh 
she can arrange, rulo and order that homo, 
at tho Bamo timo nover forgetting that, 
though ahe "haa a poraonal work and duty 
roliting to hor own home," she haa also "u 
public work and duty which is tho expan- 
sion of that." 

Wo are constantly hearing wild and use- 
less words spokon about tho mission und 
rights of woman, ub if thoao oould evor bo 
aoparato from tho miflBion and rights of 
man, or as if ono box oould bo " suporior " 
to tho other, when thoir naturoa aro dls- 
tinob and cannot ba compared in aimllar 
things. Each aupplioa what tho other lacks 
ia oharactor and disposition, euch porfecta 
and is perfected by tho other. 

The womon who mot at tho Womon's 
CongroBB at Chioigo in May, 189,'!, woro re- 
presentatives of almost all creeds and 



nationalibles, bub they were one in purpose. 
They recognized their power and wibh ono 
accord they determined to uae lb in the best 
way a,nd to the best advantage, so as bo ob- 
tain the happiest roBults for their cwn chil- 
dren and for future generations. Thoy felb 
that they must try to keep in touoh 
with and purify the world in 
whioh thoir children would hereafter live 
and work, and they unanimously decided 
that the best way 1o accomplish this end 
would ba to unite as one and endeavor to or- 
ganize a National Council of Women in 
every country In the world. For the attain- 
ment of this objoot a Provisional Vice-Presi- 
dent and Secretary were appointed for eaoh 
country, who woro to try and bring tho mat- 
tor boforo the womon of thoir roepeotlvo 
countries. 

As those National Counolls ore organized 
they are to affiliate with an International 
Counoil of Womon, of whioh Her Exoellenoy 
the Countess of Abordeon was elected Presi 
dent, and which is to meot every live yearB, 
Then the National Council of Women in 
each country is to meet overy year, and Is 
composed of a number of atlilUted Looal 
Councila, duly organized In ovory oity, for 
instance : Tho National Counoil of Canada 
consists of the following Local Counolls of 
Toronto, Montreal, Ottawa, London, Ham- 
ilton, Quebec, St. John, Halifax, Yarmouth, 
Port Arthur, Fort William, Winnipeg. Ed- 
monton, Vanoouvor and Victoria. Tho Lo- 
oal Council in Vlotoria alone represents a 
body of close upon 700 mombora and consists 
of between twenty and thirty local affiliated 
societies, 

Tho basis of foundation upon which this 
grand sisterhood rests, and which 
must pormeato overy member of it, la con- 
tained in tho following " Preamble," whioh, 
in other words, explains tho reaBona for tho 
formation of thoao national counolls : 

" We, women of , sincoroly believing 

that the best good of our homes and nation 
will be advanced by our own groator unity 
of thought, sympathy and purpose, and that 
an organized movemont of women will beBt 
conserve tho higheBt good of tho family and 
the state, do hereby band ourselves together 
to further the application of the Golden 
Rulo to society, customs and law," 

The objeots of those National and Stato 
councils seem to bo embraced in three 
words— easy to remombor— ono tho natural 
outcome of tho othor : 

Unity, knowlodge, sympathy or help. 
To promote sympathy we must acquire a 
knowledge of one another's work, and our 
sympathy will he in proportion to our 
knowlodge, but we cannot obtain any 
knowledge without union or contaot. 
Again, tho result of much of tho organized 
work in our communities is to make some of 
tho moab oarneat and devoted workers re- 
main within thoir own particular groove, 
ignorant, to a groat extent, of the good that 
others aro doing, and frequentl> tho differ- 
ent soofetles overlap ono another and be- 
come a cause of jealousy rather than a cauBO 
of Bupport and help to one another. 

To prevent thta and to bring all the as- 
sociations into touch with ono another, and 
so into sympathy, that the good in one will 
help what ia good in tho other, la one of the 
greatcab benefits 1 which must follow tho 
formation of those aooial councila in our 
oitiea.

A PLEA FOR THE NEW WOMAN. 

It haa been said that tho latter half of 
the nineteenth century will bo known as tho 
woman's age, and, undoubtedly, during the 
last fifty years women havo played a moro 
active part in overy dopartment of life, and 
have thuB neoesaarily como more prominently 
into publio notioo. Before ovorything. tbey 
havo devoted thomaolvoa to their own intel- 
lectual improvement ; and perhaps an apol- 
ogy is neoessary for the somewhat unblush- 
ing effrontery with which they have from 
time to timo chronicled and emphasized thoir 
various triumphs. If bo, it may ho found in 
tho necessity thab twenty yeara ago waa 
laid upon womon to prove tho intellectual 
capacity on which they baBod thoir claims 
to enjoy rights and privileges whioh, until 
then, had belonged exolueivoly to men, Bub 
now, at the olose of the contury, womon 
havo won an amplo recognition ; and thoy 
will probably soon be contont to wear 
their laurels without undue elation— 
as men do, who havo grov/n ac 
oustomed to predominanco by tho 
experience of centuries. With womon moro 
equality ia atill an intoxicating novolty. 

So entirely haa the status of womon boon 
ohangod in tho estimation of tho public that 
tho expression "Now Woman" has beon 
colnod to doaoribo tho latoeb dovolopmont 
It is possible that this torm may prejudico 
them in some oonsorvativo quarters, and, 
partly becauso tho opinion of oven a minor- 
ity of men can novor bo a matter of indif- 
ference to womon, and partly ua an act of 
justice to tho generations of capable womon 
that have paaaod away, it may ho well to aa- 
oertain whother tho term ia reasonably ap 
piled. 

Thero la a myth that, onco upon a timo, 
— always in tho fabulous long ago — womon 
were content to confine thomsolvoa within 
thoir own housoa, Bpinning, knitting, brew 
ing, baking, ministering to tho wants of tho 
family, auhmiysivo to the voico of authority 
and novor glancing at outaido affairs. Thero 
aro mon who would profoBa to rogard that as 
tho golden ago; but where in the centurion 
would thoy plaoo it '! Is nob tho New 
Woman aa old as Evo, who, in tho ganlen 
of liden was tho first to Book the knowlodgo 
of good and evil ? 

It ia true, howovor, that Engllah-apoaklng 
womon, a hundrod yoars ago, woro moro en- 
tirely ooouplod with domestic aff*irg than 
thoy aro at tho prosont day. Hub how differ- 
ent woro tho conditions of lifo thon. In 
oountry houBos, nob only was the bocr 
browed and tho broad bakod and medicines 
distilled, bub tho linen of tho houaohold waa 



frequently spun and woven ab home, while 
no man woro a machine stitched shirb. The 
administration of a well-to-do houaohold 
must have demanded tho exercho of very 
similar abilities to those which distinguish 
tho Now Woman, and which Bhe, happily or 
unhappily, is c f ton called upon to display in 
wider fields. Tho nineteenth contury has 
boen o century of invontion, and aountless 
aro the mechanical contrlvancoa by whioh 
tho labor of tho household has boon lessened; 
while the growth of manufacturing industries 
and tho building of railways havo brought 
supplies to the doors of all, better in quality 
and ab a loss cOBt than they oould bo made 
ab home. The mosb exemplary housowife 
nowadays does not sit down to count threads 
and neatly baokatitch the neceaaary dozens of 
shirt fronts. Probably she takes up instead 
tho dally newspaper and becomes intoroatod 
in tho government of her country, oven, 
porhaps, to tho extent of forming an opinion 
aboub it. But newspapers can bo road in 
tho aocluBion of home, and opinions do not 
necoBsarily result in actions. Thoro wore 
othor cauBos ab work, boaldes thab of greater 
leUure, to foroe womon Into individual and 
indopondent activity and into tho publio 
arena ; and those oauBOS auggost thomaelvea 
to thoao who think about the matter. 
About tho mlddlo of tho contury thero began 
a poriod of groat commercial prosperity, ac- 
mpanlcd, however, by so enormous an In- 
oroaao of population that thoro followed, bo- 
foro long, in ovory industry and profeaaion, 
a competition koon onough to chook individ- 
ual gains. At tho same timo a hlghor stand, 
ard of living waa eatabliahod ; and when 
luxuries woro becoming necessaries, periods 
of doproasion began to recur with sufficient 
frequenoy to often dissipato tho reaourcea 
accumulated in proaporoua timea. Amonget 
tho pooror classes women havo generally 
had to faco tho necoaaity of earn 
ing a livelihood for thomaolvea ; and 
in domestic service, in factories, in tho 
fields, and even in hard labor at tho mouth 
of the ooal pit thoy havo taken thoir placea 
Bide by side with mon. But, whonover men 
havo boen in a position to do 80, it haa boen 
their first aim to sparo tho womon of their 
families this necessity, and to sob them froe 
to dovoto thomaolvea to tho homo-makiDg 
work, whioh is universally reeoguizad aB be- 
ing their special prerogative. Ibis only dur- 
ing the last quarter of a century thab the 
rapidly changing conditions of lifo havo 
forced large numbors of the womon of tho 
middle and upper olasaes into tho strugglo 
for existonco ; a strugglo from whioh tho 
generous sentiments of men havo boon pow- 
erless to savo them ; and a struggle, ib must 
be confessod, for which such womon twenty- 
fivo years ago, woro very inadequately fit- 
tod. Charming accomplishments were 
found to bo. unmarketable and holpleBsneas 
ondod In many a silent tragedy. Is ib to bo 
wondered at that among thoughtful women 
a determination to more efficiently equip 
themselves and their daughters to 
meot possible emorgorclos haa boen Raining 
strength ? Or that those who aro fortun- 
ately plaood beyond tho probability of vicis- 
situde should yet, in helpful Bympathy, 
placo thcmselvos aido by side with their 
working sisters, aacortaln tho hardships and 
ditlioulties with which they aro confronted, 
and aook to romovo them 1 

To assert rights and to ondeavor to en- 
force thorn muBb always ab firsb sight havo 
a Bomowhat unlovely aspect ; and only a 
very strong fooling could have dovoloped in 
womon Butlioiont moral courage to bravo 
unpopularity by Booking to opon for them- 
selves thoso caroers which mon regarded aa 
thoir own ; by domanding equal oducatlonal 
and civil privllogea ; and by refusing any 
longer, oven in tho sphere of politics, to be 
satisfied with a place in tho samo category 
with lunatics, criminals, and minors. But 
tho chivalrous instincts of mon, to whioh 
womon owo muoh in the past, aro already 
ranging many on tho aldoof thoNow Woman; 
and as thoy rocognizs moro fully that tho 
intoreats of men and women aro Inaepar 
ablo, and in no way antagoniatic, they may 
bo treated to throw open all paths to tho 
womon workers, and to help thorn by their 
experience of longer training and organiza 
tlon to labor moro efficiently. Of ooureo it 
cannot be ignored that this groat incroaao in 
thonumborof workers tonda to leaaon tho 
ratoa of remuneration, bub it is safo to say 
that no man will eo far forgot hia manhood 
aB to make hia proportionate individual loss 
an excuse for tolling tho womon who havo to 
oarn tho broad thoy oat to stand aside, that 
ho may oat moro abundantly. And ho will 
not loao all that ho eeoms to loao ; for tho 
roaponaibility ot providing for a groat bur- 
don of holplosanosa will bo removod from 
his shoulders. Tho condition undor whioh 
wo live aro not ours to chooao ; but ib 
laid upon ua to docido how wo shall adapt 
ouraolvos to thorn. And churaotor, manly 
and womanly character, which ib is tho aim 
of lifo to dovolop, will grow according to tho 
way in which that decision ia mado.

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A RETROSPECT. 



Young as our oountry Is, thoro aro vory 
fow oitios which do not contain an over in 
croaaing numbor of idle, or half-omployod 
mechanics, doctors without patients, lawyors 
without olionts, olorgymon without concro- 
gationa, tradosmon whoao failuroa soom only 
to havo bceomo an inoldonb in thoir livoB, 
and mon who, undor various protonces, make 
thoir living by tho orodulity or weakness of 
thoir follow-oitii'.ona. 

Thoao pooplo aro not, in tho ordinary aonso 
of bho word, immoral. They nco, aa a rule, 
willing to work if thoy could gob work to do. 
Bub thoy have brought inferior wuroa to a 
gluttod markoband no ono will buy. They 
loao heart and olther sink into povorty or 
gain by orafb or dooeib whab thoy oannot 
win by honosb labor, Who can toll tho Buf. 
forlngs which thoao poor pooplo and thoBO 
doponding on thorn onduro ? Ab wo cannot 
admit that many evils in this world aro in- 
curable lob ua, by a rapid glanoo over tho 



past, try to find out how this state of affairs 
has beon brought aboub and oonaidor a 
remedy. 

During tho first half of this century littlo 
bands of omigranta drivon at varioua timea 
from thoir homoa in tho old country by the 
difficulty of gaining a livolihood, sought the 
eastern shores of Canada. Tho land, covered 
with a donso growth of pino or maple, looked 
inhospitable onough. Somo of the Immigrants 
had beon soldlors, many were fishormon, 
othera woro farmors or shepherds, but very 
few had taken ovon the first lesaon in the 
woodrnan'a craft which must bo henceforth 
their chiof occupation. But their wivoa and 
little onea wore with ihom; return was im- 
possible, and choosing tho mosb promising 
apob, generally by the water Bide, thoy Bob 
to work to mako a homo for thomselvos. 

Soon a small oloaring was mado and a log 
oabln was built. Tho many openings loft 
by tho ucskilful workmon wero filled with 
mud and moes. If tho family was large a 
rude partition porhapa divided tho apart- 
ment and a loft served tho double purpose 
of atoreroom and bedohambor. One sido of 
tho house was almost ocoupiod by the great 
fireplace, and, as tho weather grow oold 
roaring fires filled the room with warmth 
and light. Seated in ita cheerful prooincts 
father, mother, boob and daughters plied 
their evening occupations. Tho whirr 
of tho wheel, tho click of the 
knitting noodle and the Bofter 
sound of tho " cardB " showed that tho 
womon wero manufacturing tho rough, 
but serviceable, clothing which muat pro- 
toot tho family from the eevority of the 
climate. The men buaiod themselves in 
making or mending shoos, repairing their 
rude farmirg implements, or shaping, with 
what skill they might, the indispensable axe 
handle. Eor the forest waa at onco their 
worst enemy and their beBt friend. Every 
treo occupiod a spot whoro crops might 
grow, while on tho other hand, money for 
tho few necessities the clearing oould nob 
furnish waB moat readily procured by the 
sale of timber to tho shipyards whoro woro 
being built tho swift Balling vessels de- 
manded by the growing commorco of tho 
oountry. Tho books of tho family wero, aa 
may bo supposed, few enough. Tho Bible, 
Pilgrim's Progress, porhapa a Btray volumo 
of poems or Bormons, and now and again a 
newspaper or a wolcomo letter from tho Old 
Country afforded tho reading of the house- 
hold. At long intervals the visit of a 
relative from a distant aottlomont or a 
belated traveller gavo tho good people 
an opportunity of exorcising their 
overflowing hospitality. Tho settlement 
itself was but a larger family in which 
trouble and joy were shared alike by all, 
and whoro tho constant interchange of 
kindly offices sweotonod oven mitfortuno 
Tho widow's wood pllo waa alwayB replen- 
ished. Tho sick man's crop waa nevor un- 
sown or his harvest ungathored. The Bohool- 
maBtor was not yob abroad, and tho raro 
vislta of tho minister wore indood like thoso 
of an angol, strengthening the faith and 
hopo of tho littlo congregation that mot in 
tho largoat of tho houaos to bend thoir knees 
in prayer, to blond thoir voices onco again in 
the song of thanksgiving and to listen to tho 
tonea of affectionate exhortation. 

A quarter of a contury pasaod away. Tho 
old pooplo'a hands have coaaed from toil, 
and in tho littlo field by tho modost church 
their bodios aro resting from their labors. 
They fill namoloas and in many cases for- 
gotten gravos, but to thorn wo owo muoh of 
what ia bravoat, puroBt and truoat in Cana 
dian lifo. 

A eohoolhouao has boon built, and on Mon- 
day morning along tho road that has taken 
tho place of tho woodland path little groupa 
of rosy chookod, baro footed boya and glrla 
may be Boon trudging along to bake thoir 
places on tho forms whoro till lato in tl a 
evening they will bond thoir minds to tho 
unaccustomed, but to tho frosh, aotlvo intel- 
lects of mosb of thorn delightful tasks, for 
idlonosa and trifling woro not to be thought of 
in tho presonco of tho old-timo schoolmaster. 
Father and tho big boys havo boon for hours 
in tho fiolda. A comfortable frumo house 
haa takon tho plaoo of tho old cabin which, 
howovor, atill stands near ; and mother and 
tho glrla, having looked after tho milk, fed 
tho young animals and cleaned up the house 
aro busy spinning, woaving or Bowing. No 
ono thinks work a hardship. At haying or 
harveab tho glrla join thoir brothera in tho 
field and help to gathor tho fragrant hay or 
bind tho yellow ahoavoa. Soon tho neigh- 
bor's boya como to find holpmatos among 
thorn, and tho aona, taking up now farmB, 
bogin to mako homoa for themsolvos. A 
cottage is builb, ovor which somo sonsio 
lassie from a neighboring aobtlorronb is 
askod to proBldo. No one thinks of going

to live by himself. Mlafortunea como of 
courao. Crops fail, sioknoas, Borrow and 
doath visit the homo, bub bo far 
debt Is ulmoat unknown, and ecinty 
Indeed must be tho harvest thab 
will nob leave sutficionb food for tho 
wintor's Bupport of a family with good ap- 
potitos and Blmplo taatos. Tho spirit of 
mutual lovo and holpfulness can do much to 
comfort tho sorrowful and lighten tho bur- 
den of caro, and tho self-reliant man finds a 
way out of his temporary difficulties that 
often leaves him stronger and more prosper- 
ous than beforo. Nor must we think that 
bho farm bounds his view, NowapaporB, tho 
intercourse of bho sohoolmastor and tho 
clergyman, und religious and political dis- 
cusslon ; above all the long hours spent in 
bho lonoly foreBt or tbo quiot field, havo 
given him material and time for thoughts, 
of which he haB often little means of ex- 
pression. Theao strong, quiot men havo 
finished tho work of tho pionoer. " They 
reBt from their labors and their works do 
follow thorn." Their sons, fairly educated, 
tako their places. Settlements aro no 
IoDger divided by great forestB. Horo and 
thero villages have grown up. Railroads 
and steamboats have mado intercourse easy. 
Improved implements lighten tho farmer's 
labor and better methods of farming make 
his land more productive. 

But a spirit of omulation and a 
lovo of display havo entered into the 
commnnity. Fine houses, handBomo carri- 
ages, beautiful horaes, and expensive dreBaos 
oat up the profits of tho farm, and Debt, 
that enemy of Peace of Mind, haunts the 
farmer's sleeping and waking hours. The 
slow procoBBCB of nature will not supply 
money aB fast as the artificial needs of tho 
family increase. Boys and girls become dis- 
contented. The father, harrasaed by the 
difficulties Into whioh hiB own improvidence 
haa led him, bocomeB perhaps noodleBslv 
stern. Tho children get a distaste for labor 
which brings them no direcb remuneration, 
and leave tho farm to learn a trade or enter 
a store. 

Other farmers, who havo by a wiso ubo. of 
improved opportunities and by prudent foro 
thought acquirod a competency, send their 
sons and daughters to college, not that they 
may roturn to adorn their homeB but that 
thoy may enter upon Borne of what aro called 
" professions." Many of these young mon, 
poaaeesing natural talont, now fill honorable 
positions in tho ohurches, tho parliaments, 
tho courts, or the colleges of tho country ; 
but others, whoae only qualifications were 
their own or their parents' ambition 
and a certain facility in acquiring 
information find, when thrown on their own 
rosourcos, thab they aro unablo to battle 
with tho world, and that ao far from having 
risen above thoir old companions their posi- 
tion la not only less independent, but al 
leas lucrative, and, what perhaps they feel 
moro, lower in the social Ecalo. 

How hard It is to recover a lost path 
many a one who has spont long, terrifiod 
hours in tho forests of our province trying 
to find a trail whioh ho had left, as he 
thought, but a momont ago, can testify, but 
lifo itsolf doponda on tho success of tho 
offort. Alas that sometimes tho bewildered, 
exhausted traveller la compelled to give up 
tho attompt and perishes in tho wilderness 

Hut wo havo not, wo aro thankful to say, 
wandercil vory far out of tho way, and tho 
roturn path Ib plain. If ono who has tra- 
vorsod this broad Dominion of oura, and 
who haa formod any conception of tho vast 
amount of fortilo unoccupiod land it oontains, 
oan help thinking that If ovor Canada is to bo- 
aomo a groat country the vast majority of hor 
boiib muat dovoto their timo, thoir intolli- 
gouco and thoir energies to obtaining from 
hor soil tho subBiBtonco ib ia eo roady to 
yield, and while doing bo fill tho land with 
a pooplo whioh Iovob hor ouly as thoso who 
have taken a Bharo in making a oountry 
oan lovo hor. 

Lob tho idle or half employed young mon 
who havo crowded into our cities roturn to 
tho farm. Mother Earth ia roady to wol- 
como baok hor prodigal children and haa otll 
1 broad onough and to aparo for their needs.' 
Tho unaccustomed tasks will provo hard at 
first, but if thoy havo a tithe of tho adapti 
blllty, bho induBbry or bho fortitude of tho 
pionoors of Eastern Canada, thoir labor will 
onsuro buocobb. Thoy thon may fool as thoy 
look round on waving fiold or fruitful or- 
ohard thab, if nob in tho highest, yot in a 
vory real soubo thoy aro workers togothor 
with Him

WOMAN'S MUNICIPAL VOTE. 

The day has long gone past whon woman's 
work or woman's sympathy can bo confined 
within tho four walls that hedge in the 
homo. The home, tho cornerstone of our 
aocial orders, is, has boon, and forovor must 
be, pre eminently woman's domain. Tho 
home is woman's normal sphere, and in it 
she finds tho highest fulfilment of hor 
womanly nature — wifehood and mother- 
hood. 

Bub tho home of to-day holds an entirely 
difforont relation to the social system from 
the isolated position of our great-grand- 
mothers. A hundrod years ago nearly 
everything that wus used or consumed was 
made within the home itself, and waa the 
handiwork of tho house-mother. 

All articles of textile materials for person- 
al wear or house furnishing, woro spun, 
woven and dyed, cut, fashioned and made in 
the household, and wero the work of the 
women of tho family. Faotory, mill and 
workshop have taken the placo of loom and 
spinning wheels, and amid the buzz of ma- 
chinery, the factory woman of to-day car- 
ries on the various formB of industry at 
which ourgrandmothora toiledin the peaceful 
shelter of their own fireside. Hardly one of 
the old " home industries" romain to-day. 
It is oven exceptional for laundry work to bo 
done at home, while the making of bread, 
cakes and confectionery haa become a busi- 
ness of itself. Anothor generation will pro- 
bably see every department of domoatio 
work a separate commercial industry. 

And the children, tho sacred bonds of 
family uni>y, who a generation ago recoived 
all their simple schooling ut their mother's 
knee, or during tho long evenings recited 
thoir loBBons under thoir father's Btrict di- 
rection, to day tho children are taken from 
under the mother's direct care, Eometimes 
at threo years of age, to bo aont to tho 
kindorgarten, or at six years of age to enter 
tho common school. Who shall say that tho 
good mother's duty is accomplished when 
she has aoen to tho preparation of her 
children's lessons and sent thorn forth with 
" shining morning facja unwillingingly to 
Bchool " ? 

But " woman's sphere is confined strictly 
to the home," aaya tho Conservative. " She 
should take no part in the rough life of the 
streets, or ths rude world of politics. In 
such contaot sho loses that finer, softtr- 
ssnso, that womanlinosa which is her 
greatest charm." 

Vet the highest sanctity of her womanli- 
ness is In motherhood, and the most per- 
fect fulfilment cf motherhood lies in her 
watohfulnoas over all that relatos to her 
children's moral and physical welfare. And 
should not that caro bo redoubled when her 
children are no longer under her own watch- 
ful, loving eyo, but are in another's loss do- 
voted care at the Bchool, or oxpoBod to a 
thousand dangers on tho streets ? 

" Woman should take no intorest in poll- 
tics or in tho making of laws." la it nob of 
vital intorest to tho mothers to know what 
shall bo tho condition of tho streets where 
hor li> tlo ones must p ma ? In hor solicitude 
for her children's wolfaro is Bho nob deeply 
concorned in the legislative enuctmonls 
that regulate tho paving of tho Btroots ; the 
granting of franchises to street railways ; 
the location of garbago boxes, Bowerago. 
drainage, Bupply of pure, wholeaomo wator, 
and othor sanitary conditions ; tho number 
and moral character of the policomon, who 
are tho guardians of tho public highways ; 
Ho those thihga not affect her children's wel- 
fare? 

tjurely, aB tho mothers and moral guar- 
dians of tho race, in hor loving solicitude 
for tho spiritual and physical wolfuro of hor 
children, it ia of vital moment to her to 
know all that they shall see, hoar and moot 
on tho public streets ! Is it not hor duty to 
know and have aomo Bay aa to tho character 
of tho fonco poatora and thoatro bllla thut 
decorato our public highways, and by their 
vivid coloring and sensational aoonea attract 
the curious notico of tho young and imagin- 
ative? Tho buaineBS training and require- 
ments of tho average man inure and compel 
him to a certain toleration of many of the 
existing publio and social evils, to which 
tho finor and more dolicato moral porcep 
tion of tho woman ia keenly sen- 
sitive aid against which sho ehould 
act herself in resoluto protest. 

Suroly it is u woman'a duty and her right 
to take un active part in publ'c affaire, to go 
forth bruvoly and labor for tho moral wol- 
faro of hor loved onos. But it is " un- 
womanly !" Bay aomo. Unwomanly, aa 
members of God's great family, to " bear 
one anothor'B burdocs';" or to add our unit 
of strength in tho great babtlo of right 
against wrong ; of Christianity against in- 
fidelity ? 

In tho broad, full llglit of our nineteenth 
century civilization, snmo of tho Divino 
Mastor's lessons aro comiDg to have now 
significance and application for us. 

Wo aro boglnuing to realize that " No 
man llvoth to himself alone ;" and thoro is 
laid upon each of ua tho roolptocal duty of 
our relations in tho " brotherhood of man." 

And ao, too, in this voxod " Women's 
Question " that 1b being so much agitated 
to day, wo nood to roallzo that no truo 
woman Books to bocomo man's rival or to 
usurp his rights or peculiar Bphero. She 
seeks but to fib horsolf more porfeotly to 
bo his holpmoot In thoir common intoreata 



and lifo. Nothing that tenda to fit her more 
fully to disoharge her dutioB as wife and 
mother, and tho moral guide of socioty, can 
make her aught bub more perfectly woman- 
ly. And to fulfil hor mission as tho mothers 
and moral guardian of tho race sho needs 
bub the froe exoraiso of those God-given 
faculties of reason, sympathy and judgment 
bestowed on her by her Maker tojmako tho 
highest use of in tho service of humanity.

SUFFRAGE FOR WOMEN. 

I remember as a school girl wondering 
why it was thab tho High sohool boys would 
have tho right to voto when they became 
twonty-ono, whilo tho girls, although our 
general olass record waa bettor than theirs, 
would never be given that right. I am atlll 
wondering. 

The question ia one of Buoh simple juatioo 
that I wondor that anyono with a doairo to 
bo considorod logical can bo found to oppose 
it. 

Anyono with reason has a right to holp in 
determining what laws shall govern him. 
Women have reason, and, therefore, ahould 
vote. JuBtice can hurt nono but ovil-doora, 
ao only good could follow the extension of 
the franchise to women. 

Tho arguments against woman suffrago 
aro of threo kinds : 

1st. Voting is unwomanly. 

'.2nd. Dopravod women would bo enfran- 
chised, and their iefiuenco ab tho polls would 
be aiwaya on the Bide of wrong. 

,'lrd. Women are already represented by 
fathors and husbands. 

Tho obstructionists who follow tho first 
argument say thab voting will make women 
Iob8 gentle and refined. A voto is simply u 
reoorded opinion. It ia difficult to see how 
tho more recording of an opinion could les- 
son one's refinement. It is further adduced 
that it is not the aotual depositing of the 
ballot paper that is fraught with such dan- 
ger to tho gentleness of women ; but it is 
rather the surroundings cf tho polling booth 
that tend to make woman leas womanly. 
This is no argumont, for when woman is 
given the ballot it will bo among her first 
oaros to Bee that tho conditions aurrounding 
an olection are seemly and refined. All 
will be conduoted in decenoy and order. 

That women aro too good to go to the 
polls and help determine whether good or 
bad men shall logislate concerning their 
lives and property is a beautiful theory that 
will scarcely bear tho touch stone of com- 
mon senBe. It la no more demoralizing for 
a woman to quiotly drop a ballot in a ballot- 
box than to preea hor way through tho idle 
orowd of lounging men at the post office 
when she goes for her mail, or on tho plat- 
form of a street oar as she lias to push her 
way inward. 

To the second argument, I would reply 
that it is truo that vicious, depraved and 
ignorant women will also voto if universal 
suffrago is granted. But the Inference 
usually adduced from this, that no change in 
tho general voto will occur— a larger voto 
being cast with no bettor results— is not 
truo. 

Looking around any community wo find 
tho good women in the majority. Only a 
email per cont. belong to tho vloioua and 
depravod olaaaea. The preponderance of in- 
fluence will be on tho side of right. 

The third argument, which assorts that 
women aro already represented by thoir 
fathors and husbands, is false, A rational 
man would justly oonaider himaolf ridiculous 
if ho oast half bis vote against his own judg- 
ment out of compliment to his wifo'a opinion. 
Nor is the argument thob, if tho franchiso ia 
oxtonded to women, they will vote aB their 
husbands tell thorn, ab all tenablo. Hus- 
bands and wivos have different moral ond 
social standards, variod intellectual tables 
and widely differing religious viows — why 
not different political convictions ! 

Twenty. five years ago the throo rocog- 
ni/.jd employments open to woman wore 
sowing, keeping boarders and teaching 
sohool. The World's Fair showed over 
throo hundrod distinct ocoupationa buocoss- 
fully engaged in by women. By industry, 
ability and intogrity, womon havo entered 
tho great oompotitivo field of human labor 
and demonatrated their ability to provldo 
for themselves and those dependent upou 
them. Having proved themselves compet- 
ent to adminiBtor bueineBa affairs success- 
fully, they naturally uBk tho reason that 
erould prevent thoir participation in mat- 
ters of deopor reaponalbility which affacttho 
wolfire of tho whole body politic. 

Tho idea is sometlmoa advanced that but 
fow women want tho franchise ; that tho In- 
terest of women in politics 1b oonfiued to a 
fdW fanatics. A woman has < qual interest 
with a mun in securing good government ; 
aho haa ua much at stake in tho question of 
homo, family, property and purity ; sho is 
aa oapablo of judging of good or evil. Tho 
general intoroat of woman in the battlo of 
right and wrong ia evidonood in every nook 
und corner of tho Britlah Empiro to-day. 
Elardly a moral or religious reform socioty 
ia organized or in oporation in Canada to- 
day without a majority of its membors (ItB 
working mombera) being womon. 

It is a question of justice. Woman 
ahould havo tho right of suffrago becaueo 
she is judgod by law. It" she commits a 
crime aho ia amenable to tho aamo law aa 
tho man. Since I am man's fqual under tho 
law, then suroly I ahould bo his iqual before 
the law. Men muko tho lawa by which my 
proporty ia taxed. It is tho old wrong of 
" taxation without representation." In tho 
past to right this wrong men wont to war, 
and fought so braveiy that England lost her 
power ovor tho colonies ; and tho thinking 
world over since has said, " Well dono." 

Woman will yet bo accordod suffrage for 
tho simple reason that sho ahould havo it, 
and those in powor cannot longer shut thoir 
eyes to tho divino truth that " BecauBO 
right is right to follow right woro wisdom. "

If wo made 
a liat of games according to the favor they 
wero held in horo, wo should find golf very 
noar the top, and it haa gono up there very 
quickly. It haa beon called tho " old poo- 
plo'a game," but thiB 1b nonBenao. With tho 
length of ground tho gamo requirca a lot of 
energy is wanted.

INFLUENCE OF THE KINDERGAR 
TEN. 

Ib 1b juet about fifty years Binco the firat 
infant garden was establiahed by Froebel In 
Germany, and now they have Bpread like a 
network over Eogland and Amorica, 
Mothers havo como to asBoalato them, Buper 
ficially, with paper mate, woven in patterns 
of more or leaB intrlcaoy, which the little 
ones bring home with innocont pride ; with 
neat stitches, sown backwards and forwards 
by tiny fingers, ao aa to outline Buggestive 
pictures ; and with simple objects, bo ao 
curately moulded, bb to raise visions of 
future artistic famo. But charming aa these 
productions are, and important, too, au evi 
dences of care and exactitude, it is the un 
Been work, tho development of the child's 
moral nature and the leaaoDB of justice, co- 
operation, and mutual obligation that he 
learns, that are the important and distinctive 
features of the kindergarten, 

The mother is, undoubtedly, the child's 
natural and beet companion in the early im 
prossionablo years whenever sho can secure 
for herself sufficient leiauro to meet and to 
answer, without impatience, the numborleBS 
calls that will bo made for her loving atten- 
tion, and whon her mind is Bufficiently free 
from other cares to allow her to spontano 
ously throw heraelf into the multitudinous 
interests of childhood. Froebel gave certain 
gifts to the children in his gardens ; balls, 
oubes, and cylinders, and blocks of all si/, -e 
and shapes, and he made them tho founda- 
tions for hia lessons. In the kindergartens 
that havo since been establiahed it has gen- 
erally been found better to follow hia 
methods than to initiate others, but an in- 
telligent mother, in her own home, will find 
no difficulty in evolving similar lessons from 
whatever materials are at hand, while 
for the ordinary kindergarten occupations 
abe can substitute simple household tasks. 

But unfortunately all mothers, oven of tho 
wealthy claaaea, havo not time, or, perhaps, 
not the temperamont, that will enable them 
to Buporintend the nursery games, and chil- 
dren havo too often been left in the oharge 
of untrained and only partially educated 
nursemaids. In the kindergartens, how 
ever, the companionship of a cheerful, re 
fined woman is substituted for that of the 
nursemaid ; and while the child's indivi 
duality iB developed, and bodily activity on 
couraged, he learns thoBO leBaona of inde 
pendenco and self-control which are invalu 
able in after life. 

Tho public Bohoola of our province, which 
are purely secular in their toachingB, are yot 
expected to develop honor, morality, and a 
eenBO of civil obligations In the boys and 
girls who attend thorn. If they fiil in im 
planting such principloa they fail in the 
moat important of ail educational work. By 
gathering tho ohildren of tho community 
from tho BidowalkB, and Btroot cornera, and 
vacant " lots," at an ago when thoy aro aa 
ready to recoivo impreaalona of good as of 
evil, at tho ago when ideas aro firBt formed, 
and a standard of conduct begins to be re 
cognized, and by placing them in well or 
ganizod kindergartens the labors of the 
teaohers in tho higher cIbsbcb will not only 
bo loBBonod, but all influonco, making for 
righteouanoss, will bo strengthened, by 
finding well prepared and fruitful ground.

In this ago of changing 
fortune it is an imperative duty to provido 
overy girl with a moans of earning a liveli- 
hood. Oarvery Bide we find women prac- 
ticing professions in which to thoeo little 
acquainted with her paBt she seems an in- 
truder. Sho is at tho bar, she is a physi- 
cian, Bhe oommands high placeB for teacher, 
she is oxccutlve hoad of almost every kind of 
oommoroial and manufacturing truBt, j >ur- 
naliat, publisher, oditor, designer, architoot, 
printer, Bculptor, telegraph operator, atono- 
graphor, broker, farmer. What employ- 
ment does she not fill ? And it is to bo ob- 
served that the only change in hor brought 
about by tho eduoation preliminary to it iB 
to make her moro valuable in the homo and 
in society. If precedont bo wanted for the 
advancement of women let It be looked for In 
tho Catholio unhorB ties of Italy in the ages 
commonly called daJk. They wlllbe found in 
tho monuments in tho University of Bologna 
to tho pioua and learned women who taught 
there, not only medioino and law, but 
philosophy and Bcienoe. During those agos 
women hod also the right of franchise in 
Groat Britain and Europe. 

It is, perhapB, not probable that for somo 
time to como womon will in any consider- 
able numbere adopt tho profession of law. 
But ia nob tho medical profession almost 
woman's profession by divlno right ; for sho 
who Is the mother of tho human race, shall 
sho not not know us fully as possible how to 
be a healthful mother and skillful nurse ? 
Especially are women physicians desirable 
for women and children, and there seems to 
be no limit to the field for such physicians in 
India and China. A four year's course of 
study in somo modical college Ib absolutely 
necessary to obtain tho foundation principles 
of this exacting profession. Thoro ia no 
roaaon why women Bhould not become excel- 
lent surgeona and skillful operators — in faot 
they havo already demonstrated their ability 
in this direotion, as the most difficult and 
dangeroUB operations are daily being per 
formed by them. A woman who would 
succeed as a physician mast be a good 
student of human nature; sho must be firm 
self-reliant, couragoous and fertile of exped 
lent. With regard to obstacles to bo over- 
come It must be remetnbored that a woman 
oan often win her way where sho cannot 
foroe It. 

Of all professions for women that of trained 
nurae is one of the moBb deBirablo, honor- 
able and womanly, but it ia one to be pre- 
pared for ob any other. Nursing should un- 
doubtedly be taught and studied aeptematic- 
ally and not appropriated. Tho position is 
ono of equal responsibility with that of the 
physician since in many cases tho recovery 
of the patient depends more upon the nurs- 
ing than upon medical skill. Therefore 
while a natural aptitude, kindliness of heart, 
an evonosB of temper and much patience all 
go toward forming a valuable basia for In- 
atreotion, yob thero are required certain 
physical and mental attributes, whioh all 
women do not pobbcbb but whioh oan bo beBt 
gained by patient care and attention in a 
training hospital. C. L. Davie. 



WOMEN IN THE MEDICAL PROFES- 
SION- 

(By Dr. Mary McNeill.) 

The firat medical diploma was granted to 
Elizabeth Blaokwoll by a university of 
Genova, Now York, 1849, aftor a two year's 
course of Btudy. Sho had, previous to this, 
dovotod her life to tho study of medicine; hue 
until this univorBily opened its doors to hor 
sho had tried repeatedly and in vain to gain 
admiasion to college to completo her studies. 
After graduating in medicine sho viaited 
Europe and tried to gain admission to the 
variouB hoBpitala. She was unsuccessful for 
a considerable length of timo but finally wub 
received at St. Bartholomews and the 
Woman's hospital, London, 

Sho then returnod to New York and de- 
livered lecturoa to ladies on houlthand physi- 
cal development. Sinco tho firat woman 
graduated in mediclno rapid atridea have 
been made. 

A number of " womon'a colleges " havo 
ftnen eBtablishod in tho United Statoa and 
Canada and womon aro now practising the 
" hoaling art " nob only in America and 
Europo but in tho jungles of Africa and tho 
zananas of India. Tho horror with which 
many pooplo regardod " thoso womon doc 
tors " is now passing away. Tho public is 
slowly realizing that a woman oan tako a 
courao of modical lectures and pass through 
tho ordeal of tho dissocting room and come 
out at the end — not with hor faith In God 
and man shaken, nor with hor own womanly 
InatinotB blunted, but with u firmer convic 
tion than ever that tho body bo " fearfully 
and wondorfully made " owea its origin not 
to chanoo bub to a creative powor far beyond 
tho conception of finite minds; and also with 
a greater determination to make life leaa of 
a burd in for hor Bisters, whether they bo the, 
toilers at homo sinking under their weight 
of caro and sickness or tho women of tho far 
East with their hopoleaa presont or datk 
futuro. 

WORK AND EARNINGS. 

In Now South Wales twenty- eight per 
oont. of tho women over fifteen yoara of ago 
aro broad-winners. If thoso IiguroB bo com- 
pared with tho proportions in other coun- 
tries they will bo found to bo vory small, and 
must oortainly bo looked upon aa evidence 
of tho Buporior lot of tho Australian women. 
In most European oountrleB ovon tho mar- 
ried womon aro oompollod to work for Buch 
wages aa thoy can prooure In order to assist 
in tho Bupport of their families, but fortu- 
nately tho nooeaslty for such labor Ih not yot 
general In New South WoleB,

A SKETCH OF LIFE IN SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA. 

Southern California waa somewhat dif- 
ferent eighteen years ago from what it is 
now. It was my fortunate lot to livo in 
the Sun Gabriel valley in tho years 1877 
to 1881, where we lived a free, pleasant 
life, bound by no hard and fast conven- 
tional codo, but withal ono of the moat 
enjoyable to anyone who enjoys naturo 
in all its simplicity and beauty. Tho 
summers in the valley are intensely hot, 
so 'all who can go to tho beach. Tho first 
year 1 was thoro I waa ordered to the sea, 
and was very anxious to go to some quite 
quiet place. I was told of ti lighthouse 
near San Pedro where they took board- 
ers. It sounded delightful so I decided 
to go, taking my little son with me. Wo 
arrived at. Wilmington about noon, and 
hiring a buggy started for tho lighthouse 
Thero had been no rain that season, and 
the hills were quite bare, only dotted 
very freely with the bones of dead sbeop 
and cuttle, while the dried state of the 
grotiud made our drive a trifle exciting at 
times, especially whon we wero going 
round ono of tho numerous hills. Then 
it was a question whether we should go 
over or not, and it waa only by throwing 
all our weight on tho up-side of the buggy 
that wo prevented an upset. Very tired 
and much jolted wo at length came to tho 
end of our drive, whon I was surprised, 
and 1 must confess disappointed, to find 
tho lighthouse was not out in tho sea, but 
on the headland called " Point Firmin." 
A great point of interest was that the 
lighthouse was kept by two American 
ladies, sisters. It waa the first time 1 
had heard of women doing such a thing, 
and 1 was naturally curious to see them. 

A very charming house they hud, und 
although they did not as a rule tako 
boarders, they kindly allowed us to board 
with them. Wo stayed there a week, 
and a moat exciting timo it was for me, 
as thoro was no protection at tbo edge of 
tho cliir, and 1 was in terror lest my boy 
should go over. Wo had good bathing, 
but oh ! the getting down to the sea. 
Ono of our hostesses, together with her 
niece, kindly came with me each morning 
to help with my boy, two-and-a-half years 
old, and as full of mischief as a monkey. 
Wo hud to climb down a steep cliff, very 
dry and slippery, and at the bottom a livo 
or Bix foot jump landed us on the beach, 
where there wero some delightful bathing 
poola, and as it was so out of the world 
the beacli was our only dressing-rooin. 
The life of thoso two ladies must havo 
been a trying ono, but thoy hud tho great 
advantage of being on the mainland and 
feeling that thoy wero not cut oil' from 
their fellow-creatures. It waa most in- 
teresting to see the groat caro that was 
required to keep tho lamp and reflectors 
in order, and I could only admire th:;so 
women for so bravely taking up so unusu- 
al an occupation for thoso of our sex. 
At tho ond of the week wo returned to 
the San Gabriel valley und went to stay 
at tho Sierra Madre villa, an hotel stand- 
ing well up on the foothills and command- 
ing a magnificent view across tho valley 
to the distant Pacific. One of tho most 
enjoyable ways of spending a day was to 
start early for a picnic up ono of the can- 
yons, a favorite one being Santa Anita. 
It was a long drive, but with a good pair 
of horses and an curly start in the cool of 
tho morning we never found tho drive ton 
long. What a charm thero was in that 
drive ! going at n good paeo, passing 
through flourishing orange orchards, in- 
haling the pure air, and after going 
through tho low valley land up to the 
foot of the mountains, which wo then 
skirted. Tho road thero is not good, but 
the livo oaks give a kindly shelter, und 
quail, jack-rabbits und cotton-tails give 
the children delight. On one occasion 
we witnessed a fight between a taran 
tula und a tarantula-hawk, a largo kind 
of hornet. Tho tarantula mado desper- 
ate efforts to get at hia enemy, but tho 
hawk had him firm, and stab aftor stab 
from his sting wont into tho writhing 
body. Once only did tho tarantula bite 
him with his angry littlo red jaws, but it 
was a dying effort, for tho hawk stinging 
him once more, all was over, and tho 
victor carried his dead foe into tho grass. 
Littlo occurrences such as this help to 
make the drive pleasant, for it is pleasant 
to know that an enemy to mankind is 
destroyed. A sudden turn to the right 
and wo are rapidly descending again over 
stones und rocks, enough ono' would 
think to break any carriage springs ; but 
somehow wo gee down and across the 
stream, when a short drive over green 
turf brings us to tho camping ground. 
How delightful it ia to got to the stream 
between the high canyon walls and rest 
under the foliage of tho alisos (maples). 
Thero being men in the party, lunch is 
the first thing thought of. The stream is 
cold as ice, and with everything clso in 
our baskets we fool contented with our- 
selves and all tho world. After lunch we 
talk and lounge, but tho men so-m go off 
with their pipes to tho falls for some flail- 
ing ; while we ladies wander off feeling 
decidedly brave at being left alone, as 
we might be visited by a grizzly or a 
rattlesnake. 

A climb along tho stream is i 
object to search for tho lovely maiden- 
hair and lace fern. While getting these 
it is not pleasant to find sometimes, 
stead of a rock, a fat frog in our hands, 
who has taken upon himself the exact 
color and spots of the granite. It gets 
dusk soon in the canyon. Then tho mei 
return, horses uro put to, and away wo 
go ; und not until wo have climbed to tho 
top of tho truil do wo find that it is r 
yet evening, und that tho sun is still high 
in tho heavens. Then rattling ah 
down hill wo once more find ourselves on 
lovol ground. The horses know their 
heads are toward home, so thoy take us 
up to our door in good style, where wo 
aro greeted by our celestial. The chil- 
dren aro hungry and tired, but all fool 
the hotter for our day up tho canyon, and 
after supper we sit on tho veranda watch 
ing tho moon creep up behind Old Baldy 
(San Antonio), and planning other excur 
sions in the near future.

WOMEN OF THE FRENCH REVOLU- 
TION- 

In these days whon a bloodless but oom- 
plote revolution hua beon effected In tho 
position of English women, lb cannot but be 
interesting to recall to mind the immense 
parb taken in the groat, but by no means 
bloodloss, revolution of Franco a hundred 
years ago by women 

In reading choir histories, wo oannot help 
bolng struck by tho Intensely •'modern" 
tono of tho French heroines of the .end of 
tho laBt cantury. Tho ao oalled new and 
" advanced " idoaB of tho women of our day 
were uo iioveltleB to the Fronoh of tho laBt 
dooado of the eighteenth oentury. They 
wero accepted as a matter of oourso and re- 
ceived no opposition on tho scoro of sex 
from thoir opponents. Ib never seems to 
havo entered tho heads of the " advanced " 
men of the period that women eould be ex- 
cluded from participation in all that made 
life to them worth living — freedom, liberty 
to lead their own lives, and tho right to a 
Bharo in men's perils and heroisms as well 
as thoir privileges. 

In one thing only do we find Frenoh 
women at the end of the eighteenth century 
inferior in initiative to our women at the 
ond of tho nlnotoonth oentury — thero wa« 
no dtmind for "woman's suffrage ;" but 
this may probably b) explained by the fact 
that men had only reacquired the privilego 
of voting for tho national aBsombly as late 
as 1789 a/cer many yoara of doaouotude.

ERS. 

Tho " British Printer " aaya that the gen- 
eral bolief that womon wero employed for 
tho first timo in typographical work in 1031 
by Klgnony, a printer, in Moutbarot, Ib de- 
clared to bo orronooua, a printing press 
workod oxoIuBivoly by womon [having beon 
in rogular use In Italy a oentury and a half 
boforo thab dato. The printing olheo waB 
tho convont of St. ,Tame8 ut Mb. Ripoli, and 
womon prlntora woro Slaters of tho Domini- 
can Order. Tho Siatora of this convont had 
practised the art of copying and illuminat- 
ing manuaaripts since tho the thirteenth 
oentury. 

When Gutonborg'a invention mado its ap- 
pearance tho preas spread rapidly in Italy, 
and every town soon possessed its printing 
office. Florence had ono &a early bb 1472. 

Tho Slaters appoor to have devoted them- 
Belves to their typographical labors with ar- 
dor and BucoeBB, for betwoon 1476 and 1484 
more than 100 works — a largo number for 
that period — issued from tho oonvont press.

When Napoleon the First waa asked by 
Madame de Stael who was tho woman he

woman who is the beat housekeeper." Lady 
Priestly quotes this anoodote in her articles 
In the Nineteenth Century on " Tho Penal 
ties of Ignorance," and sho concludes by say 
ing: " Ic Is only through this channel (good 
housekeeping) that women oan hope 
throughout married life to retain at onco 
the ' lovo ' of tho husband aid secure man's 
life long 'eateom.'"

The 
thin coating of a day's dusb slgaifioa littlo 
if the kitchen Bink and tho dishcloths aro 
perfectly clean ; if the larder is well venti 
latod, and tho drinking water boiled and 
filtered. 

In a man'a vocabulary "good housekeep- 
ing " gonorally moanB good broakfasta and 
dinners. Women interpret it moro broadly 
aa a rulo and regard tho kitchen as only ono 
department. 

It is a poor housekeeper who arbitrarily 
divides the week llAto feaat daye and fast 
days. A healthy appetite is not so capri- 
cious. The good manager, thonforo, will 
deoldo what lovol of excellence Bhe oan af- 
ford to maintain and will then endeavor not 
to fall bolow it.

Lunch Cake — Mix well ]{ lb. buttor and 
1 lb sugar ; add by degrees It) egga ; thon 3 
Iba. sultana raisins, h lb. candled peel, li 
lbs. fljnr, 2 OS. baking powder and 1 pint 
aweot milk. 

Gooseberry Fool. — Stow and aweoton 

1 quart of greon gooseborriea ; pass them 
through a hair aiovo ; when cold, mix with 
one pint of croam. 

Curried Egos. — Hard boll and aholl 1 
do:', oggs ; chop well G onions and put thorn 
In a atewpan with a tight-fibting lid along 
with 2 oz of buttor. Gook slowly for 20 
minutos ; then stir in 1 tablcspoonfut of 
flour, 1 dessertspoonful of curry powder 
and a toaapoonful of salt, and whon tho- 
roughly mixed add 1 cupful c f whito stook 
and tho Bamo of croam. Stir over tho fire 
until ib iu Bmooth, but do nob lob ib boil. 
Cub the ogga in halves and lot them hoat iu 
thia. Sorvo with boiled rico.

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PROTESTANT ORPHANS' HOME. 

The Protestant Orphans' Home was or- 
ganized on a small saala mora than twenty 
years ago. No ono denomination was then 
strong enough to maintain its own orphan- 
age ; therefore tho throe existing bodies, 
Episcopal, Methodist and Presbyterian, 
agreed to unito on tho broad prinoiplo of un- 
denominational Christianity. Accordingly, 
four gentlemen were choBen from eaoh body 
to attend to financial affairs, and tho same 
number tf ladies to undertake intornal ar- 
rangements. A houee was rented and eight 
children found a shelter there ; the number 
is now increased to 57. 

Tho objects of charity aro orphans and des- 
titute children of both Boxes. Motherleesohil 
dren are also received with tho understand- 
ing that their fathore pay a moderato sum 
for their Bupport. Mr. Taylor's handsome 
legacy enabled tho commlttoo to build the 
present commodious building, Tho institu- 
tion ia maintained by voluntary contribu- 
tions. A great Iobb was Buatainod by tho 
cloalng of Green, Worlook it Co. 'a bank, 
$1,800 for curront expenses boing deposited 
there. ThiB oiroumstance and tho depres- 
sion which has provuiled in tho country havi) 
have greatly cripplod tho hands of tho com- 
mittee and caused sovoral retrenchments in 
the establishment. 

Tho staff now conBiBtn of an excellent 
matron and two servants, assisted by tho 
elder girls. Tho latter, when fit for service' 
aro allowed their choice between going out 
or remaining to assist in the home for re- 
muneration. Tho ladies' committee raised 
for the work last year §400. 



LADIES' AID SOCIETIES OF PRES- 
BYTERIAN CHURCHES. 

These sooletloB aro open to all members of 
tho congregation, and have for their objeot 
tho furthering of social and temporal inter- 
ests of the ohuroh. Regular monthly busi- 
ness moetings are held, also monthly music- 
al tooials. During tho past year the " tal- 
ent "scheme of raising money haB been 
adopted, and proved very sucoeBsful, the 
amount thus raiBodin the First Prosbyterlan 
church being S700 Other ohurahes havo not 
reported tho amounts. 

LADIES' AID SOCIETIES OF THE 
BAPTIST CHURCHES. 

Both Iiiptist ohurches in the city are 
greatly assisted by tho ladies societies in 
oonnootion with thorn. Thoy aro conducted 
muoh on tho same principle and raiso 
thoir fuuds in much the same way which 
other Bocloties of a similar nature do. 
Calvary churoh raising during the year the 
sum of $240 and Emmanuol church about 
§200. Fairs and festivals among chose 
churchos are to bo a thing of tho paBt, the 
ladies having decided to individually earn 
thoir own money in ways most agreeablo 
and convoniont. Regular monthly meetings 
aro hold by theso BocietieB, and an annual 
membership fee ohnrged.

THE LADIES' AUXILIARY OF THE 
PROVINCIAL ROYAL JUBILEE 
HOSPITAL. 

ThiB is on association of ladies formed 
originally for tho purpose of assist- 
ing tho hospifal authorities in oarrying out 
the beneficient work of that institution. 
Their principal duties hitherto havo boon 
limited to arranging and cirrying out a 
sorieB of entertainments, excursions, ballB, 
etc , by which a sum amounting to about 
twelve hundred dollars a year has been 
realized and pasBod to tho aooount of the 
general funds of tho hospital. 

Latterly the ladlea expressed a desire to 
devote their energies to some specific por- 
tion of the hospital work that would bo 
more congenial to them, and that possibly 
might urge them to greater exertions than 
before. The overtures made by them in 
this direction wero not favorably entertain- 
ed by the directors. Failing to obtain a 
satisfactory answer to their first appeal, 
another effort was made, but this only ro- 
sulted in confirming the ladies in tho belief 
that the expressed opinions of the few ware 
shared by a majority of tho directors. Undor 
these circumstances the ladies aro disheart- 
ened and discouraged, and tho usefulness of 
tho auxiliary may be said to bo in aboyance 
until a better understanding provallB.

This society is for young girls (from the 
age of 14 yearB upwards) to bind them to- 
gether as sisters to help each other in noed 
or diatresB. Their motto ia : " Bear ye 
one ano her'a burdens," and with Buch a 
beautiful motto thoy are sure to find plenty 
of work to do. The weekly meetinga are 
held on Wedneaday oveninga. During tho 
winter months Dr. Mary MoNeili has kind- 
ly given a oourBO of lectures on the human 
structure. Rev. J. B. Haalam has given a 
course of Bible lectures on the life of St. 
Paul. Mrs. A. T. Watt has kindly lectured 
to the members on Sir Walter Scott, Long- 
fellow and Barrie. The little socials which 
are held monthly aro a great attraction. A 
littlo [magazine called " A Friendly Lobf," 
has been composed and writien by tho mem- 
bers. There are thirty members and ten 
associates. 



MISSIONARY SOCIETIES OF THE 
METHODIST CHURCH. 

Each of the Methodist churches in the 
city hua a branch of tho Woman's Mission- 
ary Society. Tho object of these ia two- 
fold — to Bond missionaries to tho heathen 
and to devolop and enrich spiritually und 
intellectually tho women at home. Tho 
eoolotiea aro auxiliaries of tho General 
Woman's Society of tho Methodist Church 
of Canada, which supports missionaries at 
homo und abroad. The homo work, conaiats 
ohiilly of work among tho Indiana on 
the coast and Chinese in our city. The 
Chineso Rifugo Homo of this city is sup- 
ported by tho General Sooioty, and is a 
standing monument of tho good work the 
ancioty is doing. Amount raised by the 
Metropolitan church socluty, $S5 50 ; Cen- 
tennial, §43. 



LADIES' WORKING PARTY OF THE 
EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

Eaoh of tho Episcopal churches has in 
ita connection a Ladlea' Working Party, 
whose objeot ia to aid in churoh financea. 
Tho aociotiea meet weekly for tho purpose 
of working and hold sales of work at 
stated intervals. Eioh Bocloty olects its 
own ollicera, controls ita own uffalraand gives 
great assistance to the various churches. 
So. Juntos' society dovoteB ItB fund to pay- 
ing interest on churoh, hall and parsonage 
debt. That of Christ churoh to enlarge- 
ment of aohool room and repairing church ; 
the lattor alBO devotes 20 per cent, of ita 
funds to diocesan mission work. In addi- 
tion to thie a band of " Willing Worker! " 
in Christ ohurch moeta woekly, and by 
work and various other menus raise funds, 
$25 of which ia paid annually to tho Sun 
day school library and 350 annually to tho 
children's Christmas troo. Ita membership 
conBlstB of young girls ovor 12 yoara of ago, 
who pay au admission fee of 25 cents and a 
regular fee of 5 cents per month.

Thia aocioty waa 
organized in Victoria two yoars ago, and ia 
at tho present day in good finanolul stand- 
ing. Tho Daughtora of St. Goorgo aro well 
known throughout the city for thoir timoly 
holp to all who aro in sickness or distress, 
and many a sick bod has boon smoothed and 
pationt chcorod by thoir kind hoartB and 
loving hands. It is a very good and flourish- 
ing ordor, und ono whiah ovory English lady 
would bo proud to hocomo a member of. 



Almoet simultaneously with tho planting 
of the Roman Catholio faith horo, nearly 
half a century ago, came a need within our 
clrclo for tho ministrations of tho charitable 
The work to bo done fell first upon tho 
olergy and the Slaters of St. Ann, but at an 
oarly date the pioneer ladies of our congre 
gation rallied to their assistanco and now 
almost tho entire burden in this direction is 
borne by ua. Ten yoara ago tho St. Ann's 
Benevolent Society was formed. It la com- 
posed exclusively of Roman Catholics, 
although at times we have received assist- 
anco from sources outside of our faith and 
it may bo added for tho paBt few yoars those 
who have receivod tho greatost amount of 
help aro not Cotholio.

Our dues 
are 25 oontB a month. 



CHRIST CHURCH CATHEDRAL 
WORKING PARTY. 

This organization waa formed In the year 
1892, upon the appointment of the present 
reotor. At present thore aro about forty 
members who oubsorlbo annually SI eaoh to- 
wards working expenaea. They aro divided 
into three classeB. First honorarylmembers, 
seoondly home working momberB, thirdly 
associated working members, those laBt 
meet every afternoon from 2:30 to 5 p.m., 
in tho cathedral schoolroom. 

Tho aocioty controla ita own affairs, with 
an executive of ladies under a president. 
Tho objoota aro to assist with funds paro- 
ohial organizations, especially with regard 
to tho ropairing, enlargement or reconstruc- 
tion of tho cathedral and schools. It also 
dovoteB 20 per cent of its oarninga ub a con- 
tribution to diocesunlmisaion work. Ib has 
since its formation rendered valuable help in 
enlarging tho Sunday school, besides con- 
tributing to tho now cathedral fund, and has 
now in hand tho roshingling of the preaont 
churoh, whioh is urgently needed. 

HEBREWS LADIES' ASSOCIATION. 

Tho Hebrew LadioB 1 Association waa or- 
ganiz.d in 1S91. Ita objeot is to oultivato 
social intercourse and oroato a fund to aBsist 
the congregation Emanu-ol ; also to estab- 
lish a school wheroin tho principles of Juda- 
ism and Jewish history shall bo taught. 
Since its organization thoy havo oroctod a 
building whore tho Sabbath aohool iB held, 
and also any ontortainment givon to benefit 
tho aocioty. Tho building ia clear from debt, 
and tho aocioty ia at present endeavoring to 
aBsist tho Templo Emanu-ol In paying off an 
indobtednnsa. Thero aro twenty-six mem- 
bers bolonging to tho Hobrew Ladlos' Abso- 
ciation.

SOCIETY. 

Missionary circles are^malntained in both 
tho Calvary and Emmanuol churches, tho 
objects of tho societies boing, 1st, to in- 
terest tho ohurch and congregation in the 
spread of the Gospel at home and abroad ; 
2nd, to raiao funda for tho support of homo 
and foreign miaaions ; :ird, to support mis 
sionary training schools. Those circles eloct 
their own oificorB and manage their own 
affaira, but aro under tho direct supervision 
of tho ohurch. Regular monthly meetings 
aro hold for the transaction of business and 
Btudy of miaaionury fiolda, while tho Em- 
manuol church, onco ovory throo montliB, 
takes chargo of th<> regular ohurch prayer 
mooting, making it a missionary mooting, 
and at which a collection is taken for tho 
work. Monthly duos, mite boxoB, dona- 
tions, saloB of work, etc., aro tho methods 
employed for raising money.

S54.00. 

LADIES' AID SOCIETY OF METHO- 
DIST CHURCH. 

Tho Ladies' Aid Sooioty of tho Methodist 
ohurch is vory much of tho same nature ua 
similar societies of othor denominations. It 
is compoaod of tho principal ladies of the 
congregation, those whoso onorgios aro do- 
votod to tho progrosa of ohurch work. Tho 
membership foe la so small, namoly §1 por 
year, that it is within tho ability of any 
lady of the oongregation to bocomo a many- 
bur, Meetings aro hold onco a month to ar- 
range work. Monoy is raised by moans of 
membership foes, subscriptions, looturoa and 
aocial ontortalnmontB. 

To tho ladies' aid belong many duties, ono 
of tho principal of theBO being the furnishing 
< f the paraonago, keeping thoso furnishings 
in repair, and adding to or replacing us 
necessity n quires. 

Tho Metropolitan churoh aid soolofy has 
raiaid during tho yoar, £ 562 ; Contonnial, 
$193. 

Another branch of work is, through com- 
mittoos apnointed for tho purpoao, thu wel- 
coming of atrungors attondlng Sabbath 
services, and in viBiting all now oomora and 
thoso not attondlng tho sorvloes as regularly 
as thoy might do, aa well as visiting tho 
slok and poor, showing sympathy, not only 
by visiting, bub by contributing us tho Lord 
hath prosporod to thoao who aro In need. 
As moro money Is raised than is noodod for 
tho aforesaid purposes thoy uro enablod to 



THE WOMEN'S CHRISTIAN TEMPER- 
ANCE UNION. 

Tho Women's Chriatian Tomporanco Union 
is an organization composed of tho Christian 
womanhood of tho world, which has for ita 
object tho protection of tho home ogalnBt 
and tho oomploto prohibition of the liquor 
trsflio, bub while this is ita ohief aim its 
tffjrts aro the ovorthrow of vioo and ovll in 
ovory form and tho exaltation of rightooua- 
nosa In the land. Twelve years ago FranceB 
E. Willard was Induced while making a 
tour through this wostorn oountry to oomo 
to Vlotoria. A two days' convention was 
hold and vast audiences thronged tho old 
Mothodist ohurcheach night tohoar thequea- 
tion of tomporanco disouBsod. The result 
was that a strong union waa organ, /jd in tho 
city und officers elected for a provincial or- 
gonszition whoso duty it was to extend tho 
work throughout the province. Tho women 
of tho various denominations of tho city wero 
by this means brought togother in a common 
cause bb they had novor boon beforo. Tho 
departments of work taken up at first wore 
very few, but as tho work bocame moro 
familiar and tho workers moro efficient it 
increased until at prosent the following do- 
partmonta aro carried on: Scientific tom- 
poranco instruction, work in hospitals, 
work in jails, evongolistio work, work 
among railroad employees, flower mission, 
parlor meetings', heredity ond hygeno, 
social purity, mothers' mooting, unferment- 
od wine ub the Lord'a table, literature, proas 
work and fair work, legislation, petition 
and franchise. Tho union now has a mem- 
bership of 200, the conditions of whioh aro 
tho signing of the total abstinancu pledge 
and the payment of SI por year. Tho meet- 
ings are hold regularly ouch woek on Thurs- 
day afternoon in Temperance hall, Pan- 
dora stroot, one mooting in the morning is 
for business, one dovotlonal, ono mothers 
meeting and ono social. Tho social moot- 
ing is hold at tho home of some of tho 
members, when the different dopart 
ments of tho work and questions of social 
interost aro taken up and diacussed. The 
union has in tho twolvo years of its exist- 
ence raised for and spent in tho cause somo- 
whero in tho neighborhood of Bovon thou- 
sand dollars. Ono of the most tangiblo 
proofa of tho good works of the orginazation 
is tho Rofuge Homo of this city, whioh, 
while it is a provincial institution, haa been 
planned, worked up and carried on by the 
Victoria local union. In this inatitution 
since ita establishment six yoars Bgo about 
100 girls havo been oither rescued from u 
lifo of sin or aavod from resorting thither. 
The work of tho homo is oarriod on by a 
oommitteo of twelvo ladies representing tho 
different denominations in tho city. One 
commendablo thing about the Institution ia 
that ib has always managed bo keep oub of 
dobt. 

Thero iB alao a Young Women's Christian 
Tomporanco Union in Victoria, composed of 
about fifty young ladies, whoso aims and 
objocta aro tho aarno aa tho \\ oman'a Chriat- 
ian Tomporanco Union. 

THE CHINESE HOME. 

Tho Chinese Home, maintained by the 
Woman's Missionary Society of tho Method- 
iat Church of Canada, has boon tho meana 
of rescuing ovor thirty Chineso women and 
girls from a lifo of degradation and elavory. 
Some of thoso huvo boon roturned to their 
frier (L, fourteen havo been roapoctably 
married to Chriatian Chinamen, ono with 
hor huaband is ongagod as toaoher miaaion- 
ary at Nanaimo among her own people, 
another Is waiting tho opportunity to go 
out in work of a similar kind. Eight aro 
still in tho homo, whero they aro tuughb tho 
utua! subjects of a plain English oduuation 
and alao loading and writing in thoir own 
language. Thoy alao learn all kinds of 
houaowork, cooking, knitting, sowing and 
eueh things aa shall fit thorn for use 
fulness whorover they may bo. Abovo all 
thoy aro well trained in Scrlpturo knowl- 
edge. It is a causo for thankfulness thut of 
thoso rescued and who ha"o of thoir own 
freo will remained in tho Homo for any 
length of timo nob ono has returned to a life 
of shamo. Thero aro many still in China- 
town wo dosiro to roaah. All thoeo now in 
tho homo aro of thoir own dosiro baptized 
into tho Christian Faith. 



WOMEN'S AUXILIARY OF THE Y. 
M. C. A. 

Womon's Auxiliary cf tho Young Mon'a 
Christian Association. What is our woru 
in t his lino, and how is it boing done ? 

Tho average young mun in our cities to- 
.day, liveB on a salary that only onabloa him 
to havo a littlo room to aloep in, and that; ia 
tho only placo ho can call his own. What 
shall ho do with his ovoninga and Sundaya ? 

Tho gilded saloons with their poliahod 
mahogany, sparkling mirrors, pictures und 
brilliant lightB, fling wldo thoir doors and 
bid him enter. Othor questionable amuao- 
montB bockon him ; enures are sot for tho 
unwary ; and no wondor tho mothers of to- 
day tremble for tho futuro of tho multltudo 
of boys and young men that throng our 
streets. Tho association takes tho placo of 
a homo for many of thorn. 

Ib ia parb of tho work of tho auxiliary to 
mako tho rooniB bright and ploaaant, with 
musio, bookB, piaturos, games and flowora, 



Tho Friendly Holp ABsoolation of the 
Woman's Council ia bo new, having only 
boon started about two montha, there is not 
yet much to ho i-ecorded of ita operations. 

It aims to inveetigato all deatltuto cases, 
and to do this tho city is divided into dic- 
trlotB, and oaoh diBtriot ia givon to ono or 
two ladioa, who, when oases are reported, 
go and visit thorn, find out if thoy are really 
noody and give relief, aa far aB thoy aro ablo, 
ond if poBsiblo procure work for them.

Ib vested in a oommitteo, consisting of two 
representatives from each ohurch in tho city, 
and of members of the Bub-exocutivo of the 
Looal Council as ox officio members. Tho 
oflicors aro a president (tho presiding officer 
of the counoil), vico preaidont, secretary and 
treasurer. This committee moots on the 
first Tuesday in each month ; bub every 
morning, from eleven to ono, thoir room in 
tho market hall is open, with two ladioa in 
charge, who register all cases requiring bolp, 
diatributo clothing and attend to tho wants 
of tho poor.

Thero wero only two douthB of 
patientB, ono from brain disease and ono 
from heart trouble. 

The Homo is sustained ontiroly by volun- 
tary subscriptions. Tho phyaloianB who 
attend pationta give their aervicea freo. The 
wants of tho inatitution are many and in- 
creasing. Tho matron, Mrs ThomaB, and 
tho ladies' oommitteo aro untiring In their 
efforts, but more help Is urgently needed. I 
wish moro ladles would visit tho Home and 
seo how clean and well-ordered it is, and how 
grateful tho poor pationta aro. I feol suro 
there would bo a moro liberal response in 
support of tho Homo. Tho expensoa rango 
from $-S0 to $100 a month, according to tho 
number of patients. Many of our morchants 
havo boon most kind in giving meat, grocer- 
ies and dry goods from time to time ; but as 
wo cannot expect these donations to bo con- 
tinued forever, wo must Boon look to more 
certain and sustained efforts if tho estab 
lishmenb is to be maintained in its present 
atato cf efficiency. The ladies' commlttoo 
nnmbers twenty, all of whom subfloribo lib- 
erally from thoir privato means. Occasion- 
ally a oharitably inclinod person makes 
a special donation, bub with ail these 
wo find it difficult to meet our ex- 
penses and Bometimes tho commlttoo de- 
spair and doclare that that they muat oloao 
tho Homo. But then the apectaole cf theee 
poor sisters in sore distress rises btforo ua 
and we tako up tho burden again and 
toil on.

HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 

Claims of Political Prisoners Completely Re- 
futed— Disappointed RuyailstB— Re- 
ported Filibustering Expeditions. 

San Francisco, May 27. — The steamer 
China has arrived from Hongkong and Hon- 
olulu bringing the following Hawaiian ad- 
vices to tho Associated Press up to tho 20th 
inat. : " Tho correspondence between Com- 
missioner Hawea and the foreign offioo will 
soon end with the laurels in the hands of 
the foreign offioe. The claim made by the 
political prisoners, Rickard and Waller, haB 
been completely refuted by the evi- 
dence submitted by the foreigb 
office — the written applications of 
these men for naturalization, the payment 
of fees, the taking the oath of allegianco and 
the Bervioe of a year in the legislature. The 
British commissioner finds that he waB do- 
oeived by the statomenb of theae men, and 
will bo report to the British foreign office. 
It was the expectation of these men that 
the British government would interfere In a 
anmmary manner and tho rcyillits oro bit- 
terly disappointed that the case goes against 
them. There are many rumors of filibus- 
tering expeditions. Tho government re- 
ceived information of suoh a positive naturo 
regarding the fitting out of one expedition 
from Paget Sound, that it at once armed a 
Bteamer and commissioned it as a revenue 
cutter. It has made several cruises around 
the island but has not discovered any hostile 
veaiel. On the 13 h InBt., Paul Neumann 
was retained by Jonah Kalianiole and 
commenced habeas corpus proceedings 
in bohalf of tho lattor. Kalianiole 
was a prince under tho monarchy. Ho was 
convicted on a charge of treason and sen- 
tenced to three years and to pay a lino of 
|1,000. Ho will tost tho constitutionality 
of the military court proceedings. The 
mittsr will bi brought b(f ire tho court in a 
few days. The trial of John E. Bush and 
Joseph Nawei ondod In a dofoat for the gov 
ernmtnt. These men were arrested at the 
January uprising on a charge of conspiracy 
They wero committed for trial on the testi- 
mony of two disreputable individuals, who 
wore spies in the eorvico of tho government.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

CaretRker tit the Old Men's Homo to Be Dis- 
missed In July— Music for the Park. 

A aomowhab acrimonious diaousBion took 
place at tho city counail meeting last night 
over a report signed by Aid. Wilson and 
Maomillan, of the Old Men's Home com- 
mittee, recommending on investigation Into 
the charges of Aid. Williams' againat 
caretokor Suthorland. 

Aid. Bragg wanted tho report laid over 
till his resolution to dispense with the caro- 
taker's services was decided. Ho took tho 
view that tho lotter of Mr. Sutherland read 
last week, being an Insult to tho whole 
council tho aldermen to preeervo their fawn 
dignity should not permit any oflicial to 
send ia such a communication. 

In amendment, Aid. Macmlllan wanted 
tho report aotod on and called Aid. Bragg 
cowardly for wanting to help balk investi- 
gation. 

Ai.d MoLki.lan Bupportod Aid. Bragg, 
while Aid. Wilson claimed that Aid. Bragg 
had a spite against tho caretaker. 

Ai.d Williams dared Aid. Wilson to 
deny that tho caretaker hud kicked in the 
j panels of ono cf the hotiio doors; and 
' also aaid that Aid. Wilson bad asked him 
(Aid. Williams), at tho investigation, not to 
note down evidence as to tho caretaker bo- 
ing under tho iofluenco of liquor. 

AL Wilaon replied by eayiug"-he oonddor- 
ed the other Alderman " off his head." 

The report was tabled and Aid. Bragg's 
motion to dismiss tho caretaker waB taken 
up. 

Ald. Wilson threatened to resign as a 
member of tho home committee if the care- 
taki r waa dl< mLsod, and upon Aid. Bragg's 
resolution being aarriod, immediately car- 
ried out his threat. 

The Mayor remarked that ho would cot 
take action till Aid. Wilson bad had time to 
think it over. 

The Seworago Commisalonora Bent 
in their docision as to the basis 
for sottllng tho claims of tho sowerage 
contractors. They found that $.'1,370.91 
was a fair amount to givo Coughlan & 
Mayo, and $9,956.04 tho other contractors, 
in oil $13,333 55, leaving availuble §.'11,743 
to carry on tho sewerage work. They ad- 
vised that where In the opinion of tho city 
engineer a contractor tendered at a lower 
prico this the work could be done for the 
contract should not bo let to that con- 
tractor. 

The letter was£roforred to the city 
solicitor. 

The- park committee woro grantod leavo 
to appropriate $200 for band muaio in the 
park and the Mayor, Aid. Humphrey, Mo- 
Lellan, Hall and Maomillan were appointed 
the municipal court of revision. Tho city 
electrician waa put In charge of tho firo 
alarm system. 

When Aid. Partridge's motion to call for 
applications for plumbing Inspector waa 
reached, Aid. Wilson moved In amendment 
thab Mr. Parr bo retained as plumbing 
inspector and assistant to the city engineer 
at the Balmy now paid for assistant en- 
gineer. 

Aid. Macmlllan and Cameron protested 
against the council changing Its mind prac- 
tically from the action taken last week, but 
the amondment was carriod. 

Oa motion of Aid. MoLellan, seconded by 
Aid. Williams, It was decided that 
tenders be invited for filter bod 
conatruotion, the deposit to be only 5 per 
oent. , half the amount at present required 
to acoompany tenders. 

Ald Williams, just boforo tho council 
adjourned, called attention to tho necessity 
of fixing the approaches to the cemetery 
bridges ; he also again brought up tho pow- 
der magazine question. 

Ald. Maomillan aaid that if the com- 
mittee of investigation into eleotrlo light 
matters did not report they Bhould bo dis- 
charged. 

In roply Aid. Cameron, as chairman, said 
that ho hardly saw that tho committee 
could do much without somo money for ex- 
penses being placed at their diaposal.
